Tlie  tliirtieth  year  in  the  history  of  the  "New  Y'ork 
Home  for  Convalescents,"  has  been  replete  with 
good  cheer  to  those  who  have  been  privileged  to  share 
in  its  benefits. 

A  cheerful  atmosphere,  judicious  care,  nourishing 
food,  have  given  renewed  strength  and  courage  to 
many  who  w^ould  otherwise  have  found  it  diflScult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  resume  the  work  of  life  after  de- 
pleting illness. 

During  the  ten  months  the  house  has  been  open 
seventy-five  have  been  thus  cared  for,  and  constant  evi- 
dences of  their  appreciation  are  received. 

The  Managers  have  held  the  usual  monthly  meetings 
which  have  been  w^ell  attended — welcoming  with  pleas- 
ure as  new  members  Mrs.  Megrue,  Miss  Viele  and  Mrs.

He  was  most  cordially  received  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Managers,  where  he  read  a  short  paper  embodying  his 
observations  of  the  work  accomplished,  paying  first  a 
just  tribute  to  Miss  Pilgrim,  the  matron,  of  whom  he 
says:  "Her  zeal,  her  simple  religious  faith  and  her  quaint 
personality,  enable  her  to  make  the  most  of  a  rather 
primitive  plant,  and  to  accomplish  results  which  are  by 
no  means  confined  to  the  actual  sheltering,  for  a  short 
period,  of  convalescent  and  indigent  women." 

Having  served  in  charitable  institutions  for  eighteen 
years,  he  "had  never  yet  seen  one,  where  the  amount 
of  funds  put  into  it  brought  more  recompense  than  they 
do  in  this  humble  little  two  and  a  half-story  house  on 
the  far  East  Side  of  Harlem." 

Cheering  indeed,  are  such  words,  but  they  bring  with 
them  a  touch  of  sadness,  that  so  necessary  and  vital  a 
work  as  the  "Home"  accomplishes,  is  handicapped  by 
the  need  of  money,  to  increase  its  activities,  and  offer 
its  blessing  and  comfort  to  those  who  are  languishing 
for  such  benefactions.

OF  THE 

New  York  Home  for  Convalescents 


We,  the  undersigned,  being  of  full  age,  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  New  York,  do 
hereby  certify  that  we  desire  to  associate  ourselves  to- 
gether as  a  corporation  for  benevolent  and  charitable 
purposes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  310  of 
the  Laws  of  1848,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  incorporation 
of  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific  and  missionary  socie- 
ties," and  of  several  acts  amendatory  of  the  same. 

That  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Society  shall  be 
known  in  law  shall  be  "The  New  York  Home  For 
Convalescents." 

That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  Society 
shall  be  to  afford  temporary  shelter  and  care,  with 
assistance  in  obtaining  employment,  for  worthy  Protest- 
ant poor  women  who  may  be  discharged  as  convales- 
cents from  the  hospitals,  or  are  otherwise  properly 
recommended.

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RULES  FOR  MATRON 

I.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision over  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Home,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

II.  Any  complaint  against  the  Matron  by  a  Mana- 
ger or  inmate  mnst  be  made  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, who  will  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  to 
them  may  seem  proper. 

III.  The  Matron  shall  require  all  inmates,  who  are 
able,  to  take  their  meals  at  the  family  table,  where  she 
shall  maintain  proper  order,  invoking  the  Divine  bless- 
ing at  each  meal.  She  shall  also  conduct  family  prayer 
night  and  morning. 

IV.  Bills  contracted  by  the  Matron  shall  be  item- 
ized, and  presented  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

V.  She  shall  keep  an  inventory  of  all  the  effects  of 
the  Institution,  and  a  detailed  account  of  all  donations 
received  and  names  of  donors.  She  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  the  admission  of  each  beneficiary, 
keeping  a  correct  register  of  same  in  a  book  furnished 
for  the  purpose;  she  shall  also  preserve  and  file  all 
papers  presented  by  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Home. 

YI.  The  Library  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Matron, 
to  whom  inmates  must  apply  when  desiring  to  take 
books  from  the  shelves. 

VII.  Spirituous  liquors  shall  not  be  brought  into  the 
Home  by  any  inmate  or  employee;  nor  shall  any  be  used 
by  them,  unless  especially  prescribed  by  the  Physician 
in  charge.  Any  inmate  or  person  employed  in  the  Home 
violating  this  obligation  will  be  discharged  forthwith. 
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RULES  FOR  INMATES 

I.  Each  applicant  for  admission  must  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  of  good  character,  and  a  certificate, 
signed  by  a  Physician,  pronouncing  her  a  convalescent. 

II.  The  time  of  sojourn  of  inmates  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  I'hysicians  of  the  Home. 

III.  Inmates  will  be  required  to  perform  such  house- 
hold duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  Matron, 
and  under  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  will 
sew  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  House  upon  goods 
furnished  by  the  Institution. 

lY.  Inmates  will  not  be  permitted  to  introduce  medi- 
cal or  other  attendance  into  the  Home;  nor  purchase  or 
apply  medicines  without  the  previous  consent  of  the 
Physician. 

V.  No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the 
Home  by  any  inmate  or  employee,  nor  shall  any  be  used 
by  them  except  under  special  direction  of  the  Physician 
in  charge  of  the  Home.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  will 
be  followed  by  the  instant  dismissal  of  the  offender. 

VI.  Trunks,  birds,  sewing  machines,  or  other  incum- 
brances will  not  be  received  at  the  Home;  and  all  pack- 
ages left  without  permission  by  discharged  inmates  will 
be  confiscated. 

VII.  Inmates  must  inform  the  Matron  before  going 
out,  and  must  return  at  reasonable  hours. 

VIII.  Letters  and  papers  will  not  be  re-mailed  to 
persons  after  leaving  the  Home,  but  will  be  retained 
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one  month,  when,  if  not  called  for,  they  will  be  returned 
to  the  Post  Office. 

IX.  Books  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  nor 
returned  thereto  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Matron. 

X.  Articles  of  clothing  must  not  be  washed  in  the 
rooms.  One-half  dozen  pieces,  as  designated  by  the 
Matron,  will  be  allowed  each  inmate  in  the  weekly  wash 
of  the  Home. 

XI.  Inmates  must  not  enter  the  kitchen  without 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

XII.  All  complaints  and  requests  must  be  made  di- 
rectly to  the  Matron. 

XIII.  Beds  must  be  left  open  until  after  breakfast. 
Food  must  not  be  taken  to  the  rooms  without  permis- 
sion of  the  Matron. 

XIV.  Inmates  must  retire  at  9  P.  M.  Lights  will  be 
extinguished  at  10  P.  M. 

A  Avilful  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  will  necessitate 
dismissal  from  the  Home. 

The  Matron  must  see  that  these  rules  are  obeyed. 
Any  discourtesy  to  the  Matron  will  not  be  permitted.
